AKTICLE   I. 

NAME    AND    OBJECT. 

This  Sociitv  shall  be  calh-l  theTViVx  iRAr-IIICAL 
ASSOCIATION  OF  DESEliET.     Its   object  ^hall 
be  the  progressive  development  of  every  art  and  S'/iin  •, 
which  may  coiiduco  to  tlie  moral,  or  intcUcetuul  im- 
provement oP  its  member:^,  and  the  conui    '  ' 


ARTICLE   II. 

Section  1. — Tho  members  ot  the  Deseret  Tvl'O- 
liKAPiiicAL  Association  shall  be  Active,  Cokres- 
poNDixu,  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2. — Professors  of  the  Tvpographical  Art,  pcr- 
manentlyrcsiiling  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City,,  and  of  good 
standing  in  the  Chnvch  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints,  may  become  Active  mi'mbcr?.  by  signing  this 
Constitution,  nnd  paying  an  admission  foe  of  t'wo  dol- 
lars and  a  half. 

Sec.  3. — Residents  of  other  cities  and  settlements 
in  this  Territory,  may  be  elected  Corresponding  mem- 
bers by  ;i  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present, 
and  the  payment  of  an  admission  fee  of  two  dollars. 

.  Sec.  4. — Honorary  members  shall  be  admitted  by  a 
like  vote  of  two  thirds. 

Sec.  5. — All  members  may  participate  in  the  dis- 
cussion; but  the  privilege  of  voting,  and  eligibility  to 
oiBce  shall  be  confined  to  Active  members. 

Sec.  G. — A  monthly  contribution  of  twenty  five 
cents  shall  be  paid  hj  each  Active  member. 

Sec.  7. — Honorary'  members  shall  be  free  from 
assessments  ot  every  kind  whatever. 

Sec.  8. — For  immoral  conduct,  a  member  may  be 
impeached,  and  expelled  the  Association,  by  a  vote  of 


two  thinls  of  tlic  injiubers  prusont,  after  aflnrdiiig  even- 
reasonable  facility  for  a  fair,  and  impartial  trial.  If 
he  bo  an  ofiScer,  the  Association  shall  proicsd  to  fill  his 
place  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS. 

Tlic  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a.  President, 
Fir.st  and  Second  Counselors,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk, 
Trustee,  and  Librarian;  a  Committee  on  Questions,  a 
Committee  on  Lectures,  and  a  Committte  on  the  Li- 
brary. 

Skc.  2. — The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  bo 
chosen  annually,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  by  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Stated  n;"eting3  of  the  Association  shall  bo  hold  at 
tho  Typo;;i  .iphical  Hall  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month;  and  an  Anniversary  Meeting  onci-  :i  yoar — ili" 
time  to  be  appointed  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V. 
By-Laws  to  the  Coastitution  shall  be  proposed  at 
one  stated  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  acted  on  at 
another. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Any  motion  to  amend  or  repeal  this  Ooustitution 
«!inl!  n)t  take  effict  unless  by  consent  of  'ao  thirds  of 


tlio  memliers  present;  but  any  rule  may  be  suspended 
by  vote  of  two  tliirds  oi:  the  members  in  atte-ndance.
